G.S.R. 1046. — In exercise of the powers conferred by the 
proviso to the article 309 of the Constitution, the President 
hereby makes the following tules, regulating the method of 
recruitment of persons to the posts of Stenographers Grade 
II in the Circle Offices and Telephone Districts and other 
offices under its control in the P&T Department.
